BELGIANS ARE DECORATING 
GRAVES OF U.S. SOLDIERS 


President Hoover and King Albert 
Exchange Messages on 
. Memorial Day. 

WASHINGTON, May 30.—King 
Albert of Beigium has _ assured 
President, Hoover by cablegram 
that the’ people of his nation are 
decorating the graves of American 
World War soldiers. His cable- 
gram follows: 

“On May 30 the American graves 
in Belgium once more will be 
strewn with flowers as every Bel- 
gian heart throbs with the vivid re- 
membrance of those who fell in 
our defense. The Belgian people 
and myself, uniting In the same 
solemn thought, wish again to ex- 
press to the American nation, On 
this day commemorative of sorrow 
and of glory, our profound grati- 
tude, our unalterable friendship 


‘and our sincere admiration.” 


President Hoover replied: “I 
wish to extend to Your Majesty, 
on behalf of the people of the Unit- 
ed States and in my own name, sin- 
cerest thanks for your gracious 
message transmitted to me on the 
occasion of Mémorial day.’’

Most of St. Louis stopped work 
today and in some form or other 
observed the sixty-second Memoria} 
day since Commander-in-Chief 
John A. Logan of the Grand Army 
of the Republic first set aside May 
30 as a day “for strewing with 
flowers or otherwise decorating the 
grave of comrades who died in the 
defense of their country during the 
late rebellion.” 

In compliance with Gen, Logan's 
“hope that it will be kept up from 
year to year,” patriotic, civic and 
military organizations have 
planned the customary services in 
public places and cénieteries for the 
purpose of honoring war dead in 
and about St. Louls. 

Stores, banks, public offices, 
courts, exchanges and many busi- 
ness houses and industrial organi- 
zations are closed. Some will re- 
open tomorrow, others enjoy a 
double holiday. 

A downtown parade followed by 
grave decoration and a memorial 
service in the National Cemetery 
at Jefferson Barracks was the fea- 
ture of the day in St. Louis. As- 
sembling on Twelfth boulevard 
north of Market streets shortly 
after noon, veterans of the several 
Wars and subsidiary patriotic or- 
ganizations marched to Washing- 
ton avenue and east to Fourth 
street to board street cars for Jef- 
ferson Barracks. 

Probate Judge Charles W. Holt- 
camp, past department commander 
of the United Spanish War Veter- 
ans, and A. G. Abreu, Cuban Con- 
sul in St. Louis, were to be the 
speakers at the barracks services. 
Following reformation at the 
National Cemetery the various or- 
ganizations were to proceed to 
their sections to decorate graves of 
their comrades. 

The largest observance in the 
St. Louis territory was in Webster 
Groves, where 7500 members of 
civic, patriotic and military organ- 
izations and school children 
marched in a parade previous to 
a service at the memorial monu- 
ment at Big Bend and Lockwood 
avenues.

Smith confessed taking his wife 
to a lonely spot on a road south 
of here where Mrs. Lowther, who 
had hidden in a clump of bushes, 


stepped out and shot Mrs, Smith, 
according to the Sheriff. 

Smith and Mrs. Lowther were 
taken to Jefferson, the Ashtabula 
County seat, to be arraigned to- 
morrow on charges yet to be de- 
termined, the Sheriff said. 

According to the confessions, 
Smith drove his wife and their two 
small children to the spot where 
Mrs. Lowther was hiding. Smith 
stopped and Mrs. Lowther fired a 
bullet into Mrs. Smith's temple, 
killing her. 

Smith tooh the _ children to a 
filling station nearby, called police 
and told them his wife was the 
victim of holdup men. Mrs. Lowth- 
er went to the home where she 
was employed as a maid. Authori- 
ties were unable to find any trace 
of the holdup men described/ by 
Smith and after hours of question- 
ing he confessed, implicating Mrs. 
Lowther, they announced. 

‘Mrs. Lowther, who came here 
from Clarksburg, W. Va., two 
years ago, said she had been mar- 
ried twice, but was separated from 
her second husband.. Smith has a 
trucking business, They said they 
became acquainted two weeks ago.

Looting Continues at Ran- 
goon and Authorities Be-

BOMBAY, May 30. — Reports 


were received today of renewed 
rioting yesterday between Moslems 


‘and Hindus at Dacca, 150 miles 


from Calcutta. Many Hindus and 
the City Superintendent of Police, 
cotnmanding Gurkha troops, were 
arrested. 

Neighboring villages were said 
to have taken up the communal 
conflict, in which, since it began 
Thursday of last week, 14 persons 
have been killed and 40 injured at 
Decca. pe 

At Lillooah, also in the Calcutta 
area, police opened fire upon a mob 
of 4000 rioters, most of them rail- 
way workers from the East Indian 
workshops, wounding four  per- 
sons. The disturbance grew out 
of introduction of a new wage 
scale, The mob besieged the com- 
pany office and injured several 
European officials slightly before 
the situation was brought under 
control. 

50,000 in Demonstration. 


In Bombay last evening 50.000 
persons, including 2000 women, 
took part in a Nationalist demon- 
stration, the leaders carrying 
portraits of Mahatma Gandhi and 
of Parsi leaders arrested during 
the campaign against the salt laws. 
The parade was chiefly remark- 
able in that it was organized by 
the Parsis, who still retain the an- 
clent fire-worshiping rites of their 
Persian ancestors, as a demonstra- 
tion of sympathy for Gandhi's 
ideals. 

Ten Nationalist volunteers were 
taken back to their camp at Un- 
tadi today on stretchers after a 
sortie by 111 against the salt de- 
pot at Dharasana. They had 
reached one of the salt heaps and 
had started to pick up salt when 
the police made a charge with 
lathees (bamboo sticks bound with 
iron), driving the raiders outside 
the boundaries of the depot. The 
Hindus went back to the ruins of 
Untadi camp, which the police have 
demolished. 

For the first time since rioting 
broke out at Rangoon between 
Burmese coolies and strike break- 
ers, the authorities began making 
arrests. Looting continues on the 
outskirts, and two deaths occurr:d 
this morning. 


Head of Indian Merchants Urges 
Conciliatory Measures.

LONDON, May 30. — A Bombay 
dispatch to the Daily Herald today 
said that Hooseinbhoy Laljee, pres- 
ident of the Indian Merchants’ 
Chamber, composed of nearly 500 
business corporations, has con- 
ferred with Sir Frederick Sykes, 
Governor of Bombay presidency 
urging conciliatory measures and 
the necessity of consulting Gandhi. 
He was said to have dwelt upon 
the bad feeling aroused by Gan- 
ahi’s arrest and the declaration of 
martial law at Sholapur. The dis- 
patch said the Governor listened 
to him sympathetically. 


Viceroy Forbids Picketing and Non- 
Payment of Taxes.

SIMLA, India, May 30.—Lord Ir- 
win, the Viceroy, today promulgat- 
ed an ofdinance prohibiting pick- 
eting, the nonpayment of taxes and 
tampering with the loyalty of Gov- 
ernment servants. Picketing and 
non-payment of taxes are weapons 
that have been uged frequently by 
those campaigning for Indian inde- 
pendence.

OVER $1,000,000

Brinkman, president of a company 
which owns 51 per cent of the 
stock of the Vandeventer National 
Bank, 3565 Olive street, which has 
been the Grand National's principal 
competitor in the Grand-and-Olive 
district. 
With all banks closed for Memo- 
rial day, Brinkman and his associ- 
ates met with President Bd Mays 
and other directors of the Grand 
National at 10 a. m. to discuss 
the proposal. 
Brinkman’s company offered to 
purchase only the banking busipess 
of the Grand National and merge 
its customers’ accounts with those 
of the Vandeventer National. 
Losers Threatening to Sue. 
Several large losers of bonds, 
cash and jewelry have threatened 
to sue the bank for their losses on 
the ground that its officers were 
negligent in failing properly to 
safeguard the safety deposit vault. 
Cashier Herbert and Brittin, the 
vault custodian, were required to 
furnish bail late yesterday, after 
being questioned at Police Head- 
quarters by Chief of Police Gerk, 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser, Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Lennon and 
two agents of the Department of 
Justice. 
Chiefs Gerk and Kaiser told re- 
porters today they had no definite 
evidence against the two men. “We 
are holding them for investigation,” 
Chief Gerk said, “because they 
were in the bank the day it was 
robbed and did not answer ques- 
tions satisfactorily. Hebert fre- 
fused to answer when asked why 
he ordered a police detail with- 


drawn from the bank three days 


before it was robbed; there were 
inconsistencies in Brittin’s state- 
ments." 

Silent on Police Withdrawal. 
Kaiser said that when Herbert 
refused to discuss the removal of 
the police guard he explained, “I 
don’t want to make any statement 
about that because there may be 
civil proceedings.” 

He had previously told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he ordered the 
detail withdrawn three days before 
the robbery because he felt that 
the bank’s night watchman and a 
neighborhood watchman were suf- 
ficient protection, and because he 
did not wish to impose further on 
the Police Department. 

Besides Herbert and Brittin, the 
authorities questioned President 
Mays, Vice President Ledbetter 
and Assistant Cashier W. 8. Cov- 
ington during the afternoon and 
evening. Mays, Ledbetter and Cov- 
ington answered questions readily 
and were not detained, Chief Gerk 
said. 

Herbert, who is 40 years old and 
lives at 6031 Enright avenue, was 
released on the surety of four pro- 
fessional bondsmen.  Brittin, who 
is 60 and lives at 8644A Folsom 
avenue, was released on the surety 
of three professional bondsmen. 
According to Chief Kaiser, Brit- 
tin related that he left his home 
Sunday morning, boarded a Grand 
avenue street car, Obtained a Page 
transfer, intending to go to his for- 
mer home in the West End to 
search for a pair of missing spec- 
tacles. Reaching Olive street, he 
alighted from the car and entered 
the bank to get a package of cig- 
arettes from a carton he kept in 
his desk and was seized by robbers, 
he related. 

As has been told, Brittin report- 
ed that he was bound and gagged 
in a basement room from.-9 a.m. 
until noon, when he freed himoelf 
and telephoned the.polices 

Cashier Herbert has said that he 
entered the bank at 11:15 a. m. 
and used the washroom on the 
first floor, observing nothing 
wrong, Shortly after noon he 
again apeared at the bank, and at 
that time a crowd was standing in 
front of it, having been attracted 
by the police response to Brittin’s 
telephone call. 

Mays in Chicago, He Says. 
President Mays related, accord- 
ing to Kaiser, that he was in Chi- 
cago on business when the bur- 
glary occurred, and that he learned 
of it there. On arriving in st. 
Loulg at 6:50 o'clock Monday 
morning, he proceeded to his home 
to mathe and change his clothes, 
arriving at the“bank at 8:30 a. m. 
Kaiser said Mays told him that 
eight of his associates and em- 
ployes in the bank had come from 
the neighborhood of Marshall and 
Leslie, Ark., where Mays began his 
career, Owning a lead mine near 
Marshall and .ubsequently acquir- 
ing banks in the two towns, 

Vice President Ledbetter came 
from Marshall. Brittin formerly 


owned @ general store near Mar- 


shall, and Herbert worked in the 
Leslie bank before coming to St. 
Louis, Kaiser said. Mays formerly 
was president of the Missouri Na- 
tional Bank, at Sarah and Olive 
streets, which merged in 1925 with 
the old Grand Avenue Bank to 
form the Grand National Bank. 
Hé also at various times had con- 
trol of several suburban banks. 
$25,000 Reward Offered. 
Shortly after the police confer- 
ence, the board of directors of the 
bank offered $25,000 reward in the 
form of a resolution as follows:

POWER IN BRITAIN 


Measure Up for Third Read- 
ing Most Socialistic Intro- 
duced by the MacDonald 
Government.

LONDON, May 30.—The. British 
Labor Government is aiming a 
blow at peace time profiteers with 
a bill, now before Parliament for 
its third and final reading, which

It is considered by many paliti- 
cal observers to be the most radi- 
cal, Socialistic piece of legislation 
yet attempted by Ramsey Mac- 
Donald’s government, since the 
bill, if enacted, will force business 
firms, when so requested by a spe- 
cially created consumers’ council, 
to disclose all information with re- 
gard to costs of production, dis. 
tribution and supply of food, fuel, 
clothing or any other article in 
common use. 

The Consumers’ Council would 
then designate a “fair selling 
price,” which, if not adhered to, 
would make the merchant liable to 
a fine, imprisonment or both. 


Makeup of Council. 
The Consumers’ Council will con- 
sist of seven members, of whom 
two at least are to be women, ap- 
pointed by the Board of Trade, 
under whose direction the present 
bill has been drawn up. The Board 
of Trade may remove any member 
that it considers unfit to continue 
in office. 
In its functioning the Council 
will investigate charges of exces- 
sive prices, or excessive rates 
of brokerage or commis- 
sion, in respect of any com- 
modity. The Council then will 
recommend to the Board of Trade 
what price should be charged, and 
the Board of Trade may then make 
an order to that effect. 
Each sale in excess of the speci- 
fied rate will draw a fine of $25 
for first offense. Subsequent con- 
victions will entail fines for each 
sale not exceeding $50, or impris- 
onment up to three months, or 
both. 

The act will be enforced by local 
weights and measures authorities 
and in cases of wide national im- 
portance the Board of Trade itseif 
will be authorized to institute pro- 
ceedings against any merchant or 
firm. 

Views of the Press. 

Producers, wholesalers, middiec- 
men and “retailers all will be 
brought within scope of the act. 
“Of all the bills that are likely 
to be passed by the present gov- 
ernment,” says the liberal Man- 
chester Guardian, “the consumers’ 
council bill will be one of the most 
popular” and “the days when we 
could always trust to competition 
to keep prices reasonable have 
gone forever.” 

The conservative Evening News 
adopts a watchful waiting policy, 
expecting there may be several 
changes in the bill before it be- 
comes a law. It says, however, this 
new bureaucratic intrusion into the 
affairs of the trading world is an 
evil. But it is nevertheless justi-

The third shot, which entered the 
heart, was probably fired last and 
was the cause of death, in Dr. Le 
Count’s opinion. 

The location of the head wounds, 
in his opinion, made it seem very 
improbable that Simons could have 
fired the shots himself. 

Members of the family said 
Simons was never known to pos- 
sess a pistol, The weapon found 
by his body, which was discovered 
by the roadside two weeks ago, has 
never been identified.

- ‘Action Taken by Supervisory 
_ Committee to Relieve Maline 
Creek District. 


An appropriation of $700,000 of 
bond-issue funds for construction 
of Maline Creek Sewer, to drain the 
extreme northern part of the city, 
south of the strip leading to Chain 


of Rocks, was approved by the Cit- 

izens’ Bond Issue Supervisory Com- 

mittee yesterday and will go before 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The sewer will extend from the 
intersection of Hall's Ferry road, 
Kingshighway Northwest, Good- 
fellow avenue and the proposed 
State highway No. 99, at the north- 
ern city limits, to the Mississippi 
River, east of Riverview drive. Its 
completion will make possible the 
building of the last link of the 
Kingshighway boulevard system— 
Kingshighway Northwest, between 
Hall's Ferry road and the intersec- 
tion of Broadway and Riverview 
drive. 

Alderman Fett had protestted be- 
fore the supervisory committee last 
week because the entire cost of the 
sewer is to be met with bond funds 
and because he thought the plan 
was a discrimination against South 
St. Louis. He did not attend yes- 
terday’s meeting and no one else 
appeared to object,’ 

President Kinsey of the Board 
of Public Service explained to the 
committee that while the city would 
pay the whole cost of this main 
trunk sewer, it would charge bene- 
fited property owners 54 per cent 
of the cost of whatever laterals 
are constructed later, meeting 46 
per cent with bond money. 

It had been intended to spend 
$900,000 of the bond account this 
year on the Southern Arsenal relief 
sewer, Kinsey continued, but when 
the Board of Aldermen refused to 
pass that bill the Board of Public 
Service concluded the next most 
important undertaking was the Ma- 
line Creek sewer. 

The Southern Arsenal plan, in the 
southwestern part of the city, 
would have cost $2,000,000, of 
which 55 per cent, of $1,100,000, 
would have been charged against 
benefited property. Owners in the 
proposed benefit district and 
several business and improvement 
associations objected, defeating the 
appropriation. 

Because the Maline Creek Sewer 
would provide drainage for a large 
area in the city and meet the prob- 
lem of drainage from a county sec- 
tion extending to Ferguson, and be- 
cause it would make possible com- 
pletion of the Kingshighway boule-. 
very system, the Board of Public 
Service chose it as the next major 
sewer scheme, Kinsey said. Alder- 
man Kuhs of the First Ward de- 
clared the sewer was an absolute 
necessity to keep pace with the 
fast growth of the ward.

RECEIVERSHIP SUIT AGAINST

Receivership proceedings recently 
filed in Chancery Court against the 
Celotex Co. by David Adler of 
Ridgewood, N. J., were dismissed 
last night by Chancellor J. O. Wol- 
cott. 

It was stated that counsel here 
for Adler had been notified by 
Stanley M. Lazarus, Adler's New 
York attorney, to apply for dismis- 
sal of the suit and that counsel for 
the Celotex Co. had signed stipula- 
tions agreeing to the action. When 
these stipulations were presented 
to the Chancellor he signed the or- 
der dismissing the bill of complaint 
as to all the defendants named. 

Recently Chancellor Wolcott, on 
Adlef’s motion, dismissed his appli- 
cation for a temporary receiver and 
on the corporation’s motion  or- 
dered hearing on the application 
for a permanent receiver fixed for 
an early date.

Warns Against Excess of Action 
With Insufficiency of 
Wisdom. 


By the Associated Press. 
DETROIT, Mich., May 30, — 


Henry Ford believes “more than 
ever” that business and industry 
must depend upon the ,leadership 
of men of mature years. He told 
the Associated Press that he had 
found no occasion to change his 
previously expressed opinion that 
if al/men of 55 years and older 


were removed from industry 
“there would not be brains enough 
left to carry oh.” 

_ “This is no reflection tpen the 
youth of today,” he said. “I think 
that while they are different, to- 
day's youngsters are a fine iot 
and decidedly not headed for 
perdition. Moreover. they have 
greater opportuhities today than 
the youth of 40 and 60 years ago.” 

Ford was asked whether he al- 
ways had conceded the wisdom of 
age. “You didn’t think that back 
in 1894 when you began tinkering 
with your horseleas carriage, did 
you?” 

“I always had oldef men for 
friends and I always went to them 
for advice,” he replied. “I could 
cite them one aftér another. Old 
men understood my idea better 
than young men did. With mature 
fears I realized more and more 
the value of that advice. I realized 
that ih my youth I hadn't waked 
up yet.” ; 

Youth and age need each other, 
Ford went on. “Youth must look 
to age for ite éducation,” he said, 


youth interests it.” 

Referring again to the need of 
minds in industry, Ford 
said: 

“Young men from 30 years on 
are the best executives—I mean 
they aré well fitted to carry out 
the plans of an organization, but 
the best plans originate in older 
heads. The best part of a young 
executive’s experience may be the 
way he is held back by the wiser 
plans of older heads. There can 
be an excess of action and an in- 
sufficiency of m.” 

Asked whether 100 per cent edu- 
cation would not result in 100 per 
cent demahd for “white collar 
jobs,” with none desiring to do the 
less pleasant tasks, Ford replied: 
“It is a fortunate thing, perhaps, 
that we never can be 100 per cent 
educated—or 100 per cent anything 
else. Constantly changing condj- 
tions and the striving for better 
things answer that question. 

“After all, quality is the objec- 
tive in every line of endeavor. Mass 
production of quality products 
must be the objective if people are 
not to stand still. I said previots- 
ly that when people become con- 
tented there's trouble ahead. This 
is especially true if they become 
contented with the product of in- 
dustry and the soil. Things always 
can be improved upon. 

“Tt ig because people never will 
become 100 per cent satisfied with 
everything they have that we never 
will reach the saturation point in 
anything that we produce. 

“Every farmer with an acre and 
every workman with a lot ought to 
plant everything he can and as 
much as he can this year. It is a 
big step back to employment.”

Excavation by U. of Chicago 
Party Made at Suggestion 
of Kemal, 


By the Associated Press. 

GHIAVOURKALE, Turkey, May 
30.—The University of Chicago 
Anatolian expendition has brought 
to light what is thought to have 
been an ancient temple of the 
stone worshipping Hittites, the race 
which peopled this desolate area 
6000 years ago. Mi 

The excavation, made at the 
suggestion of Ghazi Mustapha 
Kemal, constitutes one of the ex- 
pedition’s most important Hittite 
discoveries in its six years in Ana- 
tolia. 

The Ghazi asked the ie anal 
to try Ghiavourkale before begin- 
ning its regular work at Aleshar, 
June 1. Hence the Chicagoans 
went to Ghiavourkale, May 23, 
and drew a test line east and west. 
By luck they bared a Cyclopean 
wall and gate leading to what 
probably is a temple, ag enormous 
reliefs of a Hittite King, priest and 
goddess were engraved on the ex- 
terior rock face.

Says American 


Ideals Must Be 


Unity, Equal Opportunity, Peace 


Declares “Weaving of Freedom” Always Has 
Been Struggle of Law Against Lawless- 
ness, Honesty Against Demagoguery. 


By the Associated Press. | 

GETTYSBURG, Pa., May 30.— 
President Hoover's Memorial day 
address here follows: 

“We stand today amidst monu- 
ments to the valor and glory of a 
generation of Am-¢ricans, North and 
South, now well-nigh gone/ Most 
of those who bore the burdens of 
the Civil War have joined their 
comrades who sleep beneath these 
mounds. Of a thousand brigades 
which marched in that great con- 
flict, scarce a score remain. 

“To the dead we pay again our 
tribute of gratitude and devotion. 
To the living we extend heartfelt 
wishes for a continuation of peace- 
ful years, serene in contemplation 
of their glorious vouth. The time 
must come a!l1 too soon when these 
living ties of our generation with 
the historic past wiil have passed 
on. Then we shall have only cher- 
ished memories to remind us of 
those men who heroically died and 
those women who bravely suffered 
for great ideals,“or’who lived on to 
consummate the reunion of our 
country, to give stability to its goy- 
ernment, and peace to its people. 

Lonely Figure of Lincoln, 

“Every American's thought of 
this gfeat battle field of Gettys- 
ourg flashes with the instant vision 
of the lonely figure of Lincoln, 
whose immortal words dominate 
thig scene. No monument has been 
or can be erected here so noble 
and enduring as that simple ad- 
dress which has become a part of 
this place. Greater than the trih, 
ute of granite or bronze remains 
that memorable message to the 
American people. That appeal for 
the unity of our people and the 
perpetuation of the fundamentals 
of eur democracy is as vital today 
in our national thinking as it was 
when Lincoln spoke. 

“Behind him were the 70 years 
of national experience that had 
passed between himself and Wash- 
ington. His words from their span 
of the past rang with courage and 
assurance for the future. Thorgh 
no President has been s0 beset. 
though no time in our history has 
been so dark, though never have 
strong men been so affected with 
doubts, yet in the midst of all that 
turmoil he found strength to lift 
his head above the clouds and pro- 
claim that vision which the pass- 
ing years have so fully confirmed. 

“Today nearly 70 years have 
passed since Lincoln spoke. Ours 
lems of the Republic. There are 
times when these problems. loom 
ominous and their solution diffi- 
cult. Yet great as our difficulties 
may sometimes seem, we would 
be of little courage if in our con- 
cerns we had less of faith than 
Lincoln had in his far greater task. 


Call of Moderation. 


“Lincoln's counsels sounded 
strangely when spoken in the midst 
of war. His was the call of moder- 
ation. Our history would be even 
brighter than it is if his predeces- 
sors and his contemporaries had 
spoken as temperately as he, if they 
had been moved by charity toward 
all, by malice toward none. 

“We shall be wise to ponder here 
what precious wealth of human life 
might have been preserved, what 
rivers of tears might never have 
flowed, what anguish of souls need 
never have been, what spiritual di- 
vision of our people might have 
been avoided, if only our leader- 
ship had always been tempered by 
the moderation and calm vision of 
Lincoln. 

“Since his day reason has not 
always ruled instead of passion, 
knowledge has not always been 
sought instead of reliance upon 
improvised conjecture, patience has 
not even relayed the impetuous feet 
of reckless ambition, quiet negotia- 
tion has not always replaced the 


clamor of the hustings, prudent 


common counsel] has not invariably 
overcome the allurements of dama- 
g0gic folly, good will has not al- 
ways won the day over cynicism 
and vainglory. Yet the ideals which 
he inspired MAve served to mould 
our national life and have brought 
in time great spiritual unity. His 
words have poured their blessings 
of restraint and inspiration upon 
each new generation. 
Principle Eternally Valid. 

“In the weaving of our destiny, 
the pattern may change, yet the 
woof and warp of our weaving 
must be those inspired ideals of 
unity, of ordered liberty, of equal- 
ity of opportunity, of popular gov- 
ernment, and of peace to which 
this nation was dedicated. What- 
ever the -erms may be in, which 
we enunciate these great ideals, 
whatever the new conditions to 
which we apply them, they must 
be held eternally valid. The com- 
mon striving for these ideals, our 
common heritage as Americans, 
and the infinite web of national 
sentiment—these are the things 
that have made us a great nation, 
that have created a solidarity in a 
great people unparalleled in all hu- 
man history. 

“The weaving of freedom is and 
always will be a struggle of law 
against lawlessness, of individual 
liberty against domination, of unity 
against sectionalism, of truth and 
honesty against demagoguery and 
misleading, of peace against fear 
and conflict. In the forming of 
this pattern, the abuse of politics 
often muddies the stream of con- 
structive thought and dams back 
the flow of well-considered action. 

New Lamps for Guidance. 

“In the solution of the problems 
of our times we have some new 
lamps to guide us. The light of 
science has revealed to us a new 
understanding of forces and a my- 
riad of instruments of physical 
ease and comfort to add to the joy 
of life. The growth of communi- 
cations, of education, of the press, 
have made possible a new unity of 
thought and purpose. But the light 
that. guides our souls remains the 
same as that whereby our fathers 
were led. It is the store of know- 
edge, the great inspirations of 
men’‘s souls, the ideals which they 
carry forward, that have lifted the 
nation to ever greater heights. 

“The Union has become not 
merely a physical union of states, 
but rather is a spiritual union in 
common ideals of our people. 
Within it is room for every variety 
of opinion, every possibility of ex- 
periment in social progress. Out of 
such variety comes growth, but 
only if we preserve and maintain 
our spiritual solidarity. 

Religion and Tolerance, 

The things of the spirit alone 
persist. It is in that field that the 
nation makes its lasting progress. 
To cherish religious faith and the 
tolerance of all faiths; to reflect 
into every aspect of public life the 
spirit of charity, the practice of 
forbearance, and the restraint of 
passion while reason seeks the way; 
to lay aside blind prejudice and 
follow knowledge together; to pur- 
sue diligently the common welfare 
and find within its boundaries our 
private benefit; to enlarge the bor- 
ders of opportunity for all and find 
our own within them; to enhance 
the greatness of the nation and 
thereby find for ourselves an indi- 
vidual distinction; to face with 
courage and confident expectation 
the task set before us, these are 
the paths of true glory for this 
nation. They will lead us to a life 
more abounding, richer in satisfac- 
tions, more enduring in its 
achievements, more precious in its 
bequests to our children—a life not 
merely of conflict but filled with 
the joy of creative action. 


HOOVER SPEAKS WhERE 
LINCOLN DID IN’ 1863 


President Urges Moderation 
and Calm Vision Today 
of Emancipator.

GETTYSBURG, Pa., May 30.— 


Near the spot where, 67 years ago, 
Abraham Lincoln delivered his im- 


mortal Gettysburg address, Presi- 
dent Hoover stood today and called 
for leadership of the nation tem- 
pered by the moderation and cajn 
vision of the Civil War President. 

“In the weaving of our destiny. 
the pattern may change,” the chief 
executive said, “yet the woof and 
warp of our weaving must be those 
inspired ideals of unity, of ordered 
liberty, of equality of opportunity 
of popular government, and of 
peace to which, this nation was ded- 
icated.” 

Looking Gown from the covered 
stand where he stood over the mul- 


fore him a colorful scene flanked 
by military uniforms. Behind him 
sat a few of the surviving venter- 
ans of the Union armies gazing out 
upon the graves of their fellow 
comrades. 

Only one of the survivors of the 
Southern troops was present, the 
gray of William Haines, 93 years 
old, standing out on the platfornf 
behind the President. 

Before the President began 
speaking, hundreds of children 
Scattered across the broad acres 
and dropped flowers upon the 
grass-covered hillocks. 

Standing beside Gov. Fisher of

Guard members, working in col- 
laboration with certain interésts 
which are opposed to the bill, 
conceived the idea. of sidetrack- 
ing it by having it referred to At- 
torney-General Mitchell for an 
opinion on its constitutionality. 
The proposal was unprecedented, 
since the Judiciary Committee it- 
self composed, entirely of lawyers, 
has always been presumed to be 
the highest legislative authority 
on the constitutionality of pending 
measures. 

Apparently the authors of the 
plan proceeded on the assumption 
that the Attorney-General would 
either question the constitutionality 
of the measure, or would require 
s0 much time to study it that fur- 
ther action at this session of Con- 
gress would be precluded. Accord- 
ingly, by a vote of 8 to 4, the 
measure was sent to the Aftorney- 
General. 

Labor Siege Sets In. 

The actual consequence of this 
move—evidently unforeseen by the 
movers—was to place responsibility 
for the bill's fate squarely on the 
administration. Less than 24 hours 
elapsed before representatives of 
labor or@anizations were besieging 
the White House and the Depart- 
ment of Justice with demands for 
quick and favorable action. 

Their demands were reinforced 
with pointed allusions to the anti- 
injunction plank adopted into the 
Republican platform by the nation- 
al convention at Kansas City in 
1928. By a curious coincidence, the 
same labor attorney who drafted 
that plank also suggested many of 
the provisions contained in the 
Shipstead bill, and he was able to 
assert, with singular 
that the bill merely complied with 
the pledge in the party platform. 

If Attorney-General Mitchell 
renders an unfavorable report on 
the measure, or if he delays mak- 
ing a report until further consider- 
ation at this session is impossible, 
the administration will receive the 
full blame from organized ,jabor 
and other forces supporting the 
bill. If he reports favorably on it. 
the administration will be charged 
by manufacturers’ associations and 
others opposed to it, with hasten- 
ing its adoption. 

Just a Mental Lapse. 

There is suspicion in some ad- 
ministration quarters that the Old 
Guard Senators who thus trans- 
ferred their own responsibility to 
the. President and his Attorney- 
General did so for the purpose of 
gettitng themselves out of a tight 
place. But the concensus appears 
to be that it was a plain case of 
mental lapse. 

The ‘Senator who proposed the 
action was Steiwer of Oregon, a 
loyal administration supporter, 
and seven who voted with him were 
Deneen of Illinois, Gillett of Mas- 
sachusetts, Robinson of Indiana, 
Waterman of Colorado and Hast- 
ings of Delaware, all Old Guard 
Republicans; 
North Carolina and Stephens of 
Mississippi, Democrats. The four 
who voted against referring the 
bill were Norris of Nebraska, Borah 
of Idaho, Blaine of Wisconsin, and 
Ashurst of Arizona.

LOBBYISTS PARASITE, 
DECLARES CARAWAY 


Head of Senate Committee De- 
clares Most of Thém 
Know No Legislators.

WASHINGTON, May 30. — An 
assertion that most Washington 
lobbyists are “simple parasites 
preying upon the public” was made 
today by Chairman Caraway of 
the Senate Lovby Committee in a 
review of the accomplishments of 
the committee’s seven-months in- 
vestigation. 

Caraway told newspapermen 
that the vast majority of the lobby- 
ists are taking advantage of the 
“cupidity or desires of individuals 
and groups away from Washing- 
ton.” 

“They serve‘no useful purpose,” 
he asserted, adding that if tho 
public has followed the investiga- 
tion it will refrain from supporting 
“these utterly disreputable and 
selfish interests.” 

Caraway said, however, that 

there were groups which were 
“honestly seeking to bring about 
helpful legislation or executive ac- 
tion,” and he did not intend to re- 
flect upon them. 
“that eyery 
citizen has the right to present his 
views On any public matter to any 
branch of the Government. To do 
so is not only a Constitutional 
right, but is a right that should be 
exercised. 

“The investigation has given a4 

fairly accurate picture of the lead- 
ing groups who have infested 
Washington and soughi to influ- 
ence legislation and executive ac- 
tion for a number of years. 
“In most cases it pretty clearly 
appeared that the chief concern of 
the lobbyists was to find credulomus 
people and induce them to contrib- 
ute the funds which were alleged 
to be accumulated for the purpose 
of accomplishing ends they pro- 
fessed to seek. 

“But in very many instances the 
contributions found their way into 
the pockets of the professional 
lobbyists. 

“Of the hundreds of associations 
and individuals who are domiciled 
in Washington and who may prop- 
erly be described as lobbyists the 
vast majority are simply preying 
upon the cupidity or desires of in- 
dividuals and groups away from 
Washington and whatever moncy 
is contributed. is pocketed.

Two-way telephone communication 
was established yesterday between 
an air transport monoplane flying 
a mile above Los Angeles and 
Rome, Berlin, London, Ottawa and 
Mexico City.

Herbert Hoover Jr., in charge of 
communication of the line, pointed 
out that it was merely a test of the 
ship’s apparatus without any plans 
for the use of these facilities for 
public telephone conversations from 
planes. The equipment is used 
solely for telephonic communica- 
tion between planes and between 
plane ana ground in their opera- 
tions. The radio telephone appa- 
ratus weighing 160 pounds can be 
operated simply by any one aboard 
the plane, whether in the air or on

WASHINGTON, May 30.—Con- 


fident of final approval of the tar- 
iff bill within two weeks, Repub- 
lican congressional leaders have 
tentatively set June 20 for the ad- 
journment of.Congress.

The truth of the matter is that 
a small quantity of light reading will 
be published during the summer at a 
dollar, as an experiment on the part of 
a few publishers to determine whether 
or not summer sales can be increased.

‘It tells'us that Dallas has a population. of 260,000; 
that Houston alone of the larger cities has more than 
doubled its 1920 figure of 138,000, and is now the 
first city of Texas; that Amarillo, in the remote 
reaches of the Panhandle, has leaped from a huddle 
of shacks to the assertiveness of reinforced concrete 
and 43,000. Fort Worth, Galveston:and San Antonio, 
not yet in the returns, will carry on the marching 
story. | 

Associated with Texas in that geographical ex- 
pression, the Southwest, is Oklahoma. Born in 1889, 
in the thunder of flying heels, its capital, Uklahoma 
City, which had 91,000 10 years ago, reports 182,000, 
leaving Tulsa in second place with 140,000 and Ponca 
City, in many respects the fulfillment of the city 
planner’s dream, a distinguished third. 

The history of the Southwest, productively, might 
be told in three words—cattle, cotton, oil—and the 
greatest of these is oil. The cowboy on his mustang 
was gucceeded by the planter in his motor car and 
now the princes of petroleum swing across the spaces 
in airplanes. 

All of these larger cities of the Southwesf have 
their indivf@ual characteristics, as Will Irwin has 
interestingly observed. Dallas, dignified, mature, 
with the superiority of tradition reveals the con- 
servative Eastern mood. Houston is unmistakably 
Southern. San Antonio, dining al fresco under trop 
ical skies, has the Spanish carnival spirit, reminding 
Irwin of the San Francisco that was. Fort Worth 
booms along with Western swagger, “seasoning its 
breakfast in oil.” El Paso washes its hands in the 
United States, its feet in Mexico. There is a tint of 
Indian color in Tulsa, and Oklahoma City, one might 
say, is a cosmopolitan daughter of the prairies. 

Oil has transformed them all. What of that day 
somewhere on the calendar, when the oil is®gone? 
The Southwest is already laying the foundation of its 
industrial future. The cities are even now engaged 
“in the battle of the smokestacks.” Their manufac- 
turing tomorrow will presently dawn. The cotton 
mill is inevitable. Texas, of course, leads the world 
in cotton, with Oklahoma practically a million-bale 
State. And, after oil, Oklahoma’s coal and the lignite 
of Texas assure endless fue] which the magic of 
chemistry will transmute into an inexhaustible source 
of gasoline. The Rio Grande Valley even now is 
issuing a citrus challenge to Florida and California. 
Texas strawberries decorate the Christmas markets 
of the North, and grape fruit orchards flourish where 
a little while ago were miles of mesquite. Agricul- 
turally the Southwest has everything. Ships come up 
to Houston's backyard, which, with Galveston, “sends 
to sea a greater bulk of freight than even magnificent 
New York.” . 

Texas, as everyone knows, is literally an empire 
and as such must dictate in a large way not only our 
industrial history but also our political destiny. Its 
area of 235,000 square miles is equal to four New 
Englands. Its partition into five states was recently, 
and seriously, advocated by Representative Garner. 
Democratic floor leader in the House. Lone Star sen- 
timent will not now hearken to such heresy; but 
the political realities, as presented by Garner, must 
ultimately prevail. Divided into five states, each of 
an area greater than that of 23 states, including New 
York, each with a population equivalent to that of 
Maryland or West Virginia, Texas would have 10 
Senators instead of two, and the voice of senatorial 
authority would be spoken in the accents of the 
Southwest. The necessities of local government plus 
its proportionate and necessary share in the Federal 
field forecast the carving of Texas. 

Well, that is the Southwest—the hinterland of St. 
Louis. What with the immeasurable wealth of its 
fruits, grains, minerals and its stupendous magnitude, 
there is no stopping it. The census of 1930 is merely 
whispering the dominion to be at the next turn of the 
century.

Court. Argument of the case is particularly timely 
because the Griffin bill, to prevent just such exciv- 
sions of desirable aliens, is now before Congress. 

John W. Davis, in presenting Dr. MacIntosh’s views, 
Baid the Constitution guaranteéd réligious liberty, 
and special provisions accordingly were made for con- 
scientious objectors in time of war. To deny these 
rights to persons who aspire to citizenship in time 
of peace is clearly unfair. The Griffin bill would 
remedy this discrimination by providing that “relig- 
ious views or philosophical opinions” with respect to 
the lawfulness of war shal) not bar an otherwise ac- 
ceptable pérson from naturalization. 

Asking a former army chaplain, past the military 
age, about his willingness to shoulder a Springfield, 
and making his citizenship hinge on the answer, ia 
manifestly absutd. «Kven more so is shooting this 
Question at women, as has happened on many oc- 
casions.

REPEAL IN TEXAS. 

There are two repeal candidates in the larger field 
of politics. Before Dwight W, Morrow, Republican 
candidate for U. S. Senator from New Jersey, startled 
the Bast with his platform for the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment, Frank Putnam, one-time resident 


of St. Louis, jarred Texas and the Southwest with » 


an announcement that he was a Democratic candidate 
for Governor of Texas on a thorough-going repeal 
platform, without any other issue. Mr. Putnam in the 
announcement of his candidacy states that he enters 
the Democratic primary on the single issue of. pro- 
hibition repeal. He defines in the following two 
paragraphs his policy with regard to State prohi- 


bition: 


I shall ask the Legislature to repeal the Dean 
act, the State prohibition enforcement law, and. 
take Texas out of the sneaking, spying, grafting, 
murdering prohibition inquisition that has bred 
universal contempt for all law, especially among 
the younger generation, and has made our coun- 
try the laughing stock of the civilized world. 

I shall promptly pardon all State prisoners con- 
victed under that law, on their promise to gov 
back home and quit breaking it until it can be 
repealed, as it should be and eventually will be. 
The offenses of which they were convicted were 
not crimes, but misdemeanors, properly punisb- 
able by a fine, if at all, and they never should 
have been sent to prison. — 

Mr. Putnam strikes from the shoulder. He does 


not, like diplomat Morrow, calmly analyze the situa- 


laration he goes over the un-American principle in- 
volved in prohibition, the invasion of rights and lib- 
erties, and the glaring evils and tyrannies that have 
followed from the adoption of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, the passage of the Volstead act and State laws 
in accordance with them. He cites the attempt in 
Congress to make the buying of a drink of liquor a 
penitentiary offense, and the effort of President Hoo- 
ver’s Law Enforcement Commission to deny the con- 
stitutional right of trial by jury.

The goods we sell actu- 
ally cost less in labor than the goods we 
buy. , 

We are told that we cannot compete, yet 
are not our exports greater than our im- 
ports, and when we sell to foreign countries 
do we not compete with them on their own 
ground? How else can we explain what 
we regard as our favorable balance of 
trade? The cant about the inferiority of 
the American workman merits the contempt 
of all thoughtful men. We have more ma- 
chinery and better machinery; our workmen 
are more intelligent and skillful; they pro- 
duce moré goods in a given time; they cap 
compete with any in the world. If we would 
but emancipate them from the restraints 
now imposed upon them, their rewards 
would be far greater. They now need mar- 
kets for their product. The proposed law 
adds to the restraints already imposed 
others which will absolutely prevent them 
from reaping such rewards.

A og argument now made for the law was 
made more than a hundred years ago by 
the squires of England. “If you let in South 


American grain, the fields of England will . 


lie fallow,” they said. The law let it in: 
Land values rose, wages advanced four- 
fold and the Victorian era was inaugurated. 
Historically the argument is fallacious; the- 
Oretically it is absurd. 

Trade is a highway to mutual enrichment. 
It has always been so, in every country, at 
every time. If we wish the good will of the 
nations, if we wish to get good by doing 
good, if we wish our factories to run full 
time, our merchants to find markets for 
their surplus goods and our hands to be 
employed, we must unite in opposition to 
the tariff bill now pending.

WASHINGTON, May 30.—While 
domestic export trade for the year 
to date shows a considerable de- 
crease over the abnormal com- 
parable period of 1929, commerce 
Department officiais find cause to 
enthuse over certain factors in the 
unfavorable comparison. 

Finished manufactures, the most 
important of the five great eco- 
nomic classes into which the total 
trade is divided, continues to main- 
tain its leadership of the group by 
a wide margin, and is actually in- 
creasing itg percentage total of the 
entirety. For the month of April 
total exports of this class amount- 
ed to $189,356,000 or 57.9 per cent 
of the month's total consignments, 
as against $228,126,000 in April of 
last year which presented only 
54.6 per cent of the total. In like 
measure, total finished manufac- 
tures exported during the first four 
months of thig year amounted to 
$764,613,000 or 53 per cent of the 
entire total as against $924,235,000 
for the first four months of last 
year which was only 51 per cent of 
the total. 

Major items in the finished Man- 
ufactures group are machinery, 
automobiles and parts, refined min- 
eral oils, iron ahd steel, and cot- 
ton manufactures, This group con- 
tributed more than 49 per cent of 
domestic exports during 1929, ac- 
cording to Grace A. Witherow, 
statistician of the research division. 
Machinery led with 11.9 per cent; 
automobiles and parts, 10.5 per 
cent; refined mineral oils, 8.8 per 
cent; iron and steel, 3.5 per cent, 
and cotton manufactures, 2.2 per 
cent. 

Insofar as value is 


concerned, 


decregsed exports of automobiles 
and parts are hearty contributors 
to the decline in the finished 


group. For the first four months 
of this year this classification 
slumped to the extent of $112.000,- 
000 over the same period of last 
year, while cotton manufactures 
dropped $71,000,000. Conversely, 
machinery exports, during this 
period, gained $14,000,000. 

All domestic exports for April 
amounted to $326.652,000. Crude 
materials amounted to $52,421,000 
or 16.1 per cent of the total; crude 
foodstuffs, $9,457,000, or 2.9 per 
cent; manufactured foodstuffs, 
$27,719,000, or 8.5 per cent; and 
semi-manufactures, $47,689,000, or 
14.6 per cent. 

It should be borne in mind in 
making comparisons with 1929, 
says the department, that exports 
during the first quarter of last year 
were very heavy, being more than 
$220,000,000 larger than in the cor- 
responding periods of either 1927 
or 1928. The total for the current 
quarter was only about 5% per 
cent less than in the correspond- 
ing months of 1927 and 1928, al- 
though the decline as compared 
with 1929 was 20 per cent. 

Domestic imports for the first 
four months of 1930 amounted to 
$1,201,072,000, leaving a favorable 
trade balance of $236,088,000.

A contract for construction’ of 
11 miles of State Highway No. 77,

Ex- 
plaining how the laws of the 
States may sometimes tragically 
destroy inheritance plans, Georgia 
A. Post writes in the March issue 
of McCall's: 

“How many wives are familiar 
with statutes governing their per- 
sonal privileges, and how many 
have taken the trouble to make a 
will? 

“The point for a wife and moth- 
er to consiter is: Whom doeg she 
want to benefit from her estate? 
Her children? Her husband? Or 
—perhaps—her husband’s second 
wife? Only the most selfish qf 
women resent the thought of a 
husband’s second marriage in case 
of their own death, but our time- 
honored sense of the financial pro- 
prieties tells us that the second 
wife should be supported by the 
husband and not by his first wife's 
personal estate, which beyond 
question should be used for the 
benefit of her own children. 

“It is not necessary to own prop- 
erty at the time a will is made in 
order to have it legai. Many wom- 
en who have no money in their 
own name at the present time do 
not realize how unfair they may 
be to their children’s future by 
neglecting to make a will provid- 
ing for emergencies. 

“Does this law in your State al- 
low you to dictate who wil! inherit 
your personal possession? Have 
you the right to bequeath them 
precisely as you wish, or must you 
bow to statutes governing the dis- 
position of your own property?
